The fifth deb.xte in the xerlos for 
Ihe Arts '29 Debating Cup which was 
held yeaterday afternoon .'In. the Arts 
Building was won by L. C. Carroll 
and H. C. Reid who upheld the nega 
tivc Hidi' of ihf. resolution, resolvec' 
that the Imperial Conference be con 
voked annually and be made an 
autlioritattve body In ibe constitution 
of the Brltltih Empire. The affirma 
tlvc side waa upheld by D. >f. Barr 
and J, 8. Johnson, both of .\.rt9 '20. 
Lawrence Marks was In the chair, and 
the Judges were Mr. Lathoni and .Mr 
Culloden of the Economies Depart- 
ment. 

When rendering the decision .Mr. 
Lathom stated that the points 'brought 
out by the nagatlve wcrtvsupcrlor to 
those shown by" the afflVmBtlve "and 
it was thîs which had won the déb ite. 
He .said that Carroll h.<d exhibited 
the best deliver}' and presentation and 
that Barr of the affirmative ran him

Hockey race here tonight at the ex- 
peiKso of I ho fa.st travelling University, 
of .Montreal sextette, which wont down 
to defeat by the score of «-4. . . . •. 

The visitors thereby lost their chance 
to go into undi.sputed pos.seHsion of 
first place In the league .standing. 

The liisers were dangerous at all 
times, and led by Kmard, their good 
left winger .staged a last minute rally 
wjiich fell but one goal short of knot- 
ting up tho conte.st. King'.s goal, with 
only tbre'- inlnute.s to i;,,, made the 
g.-une sure for the leaders. 

Hrilliaii! li'„ key featured at times, 
and there was very little in the na- 
ture of rough play.

A meeting of the .McGlll Chemical 
Society was held In the form of a So- 
cial tea yesterndy afternoon in the 
Chemistry Building. After the tea, 
the members adjourned to a lecture 
room In the building where they heard 
Professor G. \V. sjcarth ledum on 
"The Ventilatory System of Plants — 
Us Chemical Regulations." The speak- 
er was Introduced by Protcssnr Evans. 

He first explained the processes of 
respiration ajid plioiosy nthesia and 
stated that they hoih involved an ex- 
change of gases. Plants take lu cu-- 
bon dioxide and water to form a c'ar- 
bohydrnlo an doxyg*»i. In respiration, 
the spongy tissues of. the lungs Involve 
tho exch.ange of gases. 

In Insects tho gases arc diffused dir- 
ectly to' all' parts of tho body without 
undergoing any change. The same is 
true of plants. In wnter-pbints and 
those which grow In marshy places the 
rnot.s are not in an airy environment 
and therefore tlieir stcin.s are supplied 
with large air spaces. Humetlmcs air 
and crystals grow in this space. 

Photosynthesis Involves a more co- 
pious exchange of gases. The iii>per 
side of the leaf gets a maximum 
amount of light, while the lower part 
gels a ma.\lnnini amount of air. There 
Is an opening to the exterior, callec 
the stomata, which Is surrounded by 
guard- colls. The experiments of 
Brown and Escunc show that gases 
diffuse at u riipld rate through tho 
Hloiiuila. Therefore there is un I'l'fl- 
clent means of gas oxehaiige in these 
numerou.s small upeiilim.s on Ihe epi- 
dermis. There are hundreds of sto- 
mata to the .square millimeter. The 
offlccnt .safety lies In the fact that 
stomata can open and 'close.

latlng to tills fact but all have been 
'lisproved more or less. The early 
theory was that as soon as Uie plant 
had a sufficient amount of water the 
stoinala wnuld close to [fcvent the 
plant from losing the water. This is 
known as the e%'aporation theory. Ex 
treinc wilting causes the stomaXa to 
close. There also is a light theory. 
Stomatu frequently close when there 
is greater photosynthetic process in 
theJr guard cells. 

Variation in starch content is differ- 
ent in these cells then In other green 
cells. In ordinary green cells starch 
appears in a light and dlssappeari In 
I be dark. The reverse is true of sto 
inula. There is also a protoplasm 
theory. Protoplasm is more viscous In 
closed than in open cells. 

Based on tlm hydrogen ion concen- 
tnitlon the cells are only permeable 
to weak acids and alkalis. Something 
i-lfv besides the change of stajcli to 
.-ii^ar is going on, as the vacuole looks 
iipoqiie than the protoplasm. 
.Staining this causes the caloidal 
inatcrini to -condense -Irito u series of 
drops which swell and fuse All the 
iiiov'.ineiits of the chloroplasls are due 
tu tiic cxpiinslon of the vacuole and the 
drojis within it.
